A New Administration Organ In New 
York. 
C h i c a g o , Sept. 1.—A Washington 
speeiul says the establishment of a 
new Administration organ in New 
York city is now conceded to be a fixed 
fact. The presses are building and a 
part of the Herald, building on Nassau 
street has been secured for an oliice. 
The new paper will be known as The 
Republic, and will be of the size and 
style of the Herald. The stock is put 
at $500,000, which will be all taken at 
«once. Plenty of money is ready in the 
bands of the projectors of the enter­ 
prise. The first number will be issued 
either on the 14th or 21st inst., witli 
C. C. Norvell, the financial editor of 
the Times, as principal editor, and Mr. 
Westleigh, the original projector of the 
Times, as business manager. 
More Trouble In the Nonth. 
C h i c a g o , Sept. 1.—A Washington 
special says that authentic informa­ 
tion was received by the Postofiiee De­ 
partment to-day to the effect that on 
Friday a train on the Albermarle and 
Chattanooga Railroad was stopped by 
means of false signals at the Yonk 
.Station, Alabama, and that immedi­ 
ately on its halting it was taken pos­ 
session of by a band of armed men, 
who shot down the colored mail agent 
without provocation. 
Congressman 
JIayes of Alabama confirms this story, 
and adds much more of the same sort. 
Official dispatches were received to­ 
day saying that yesterday a body of 
armed whites surrounded the colored 
church in Lee county, Alabama, while 
services wero in progress and without 
the slightest provocation fired int.# the 
audience, killing four outright. 
In 
addition to this, the Alabamans have 
stories to tell of intimidation of both 
white and colored Republican speak­ 
e rs — whites being visited at their 
homes by armed men and warned not 
to speak, and colored orators being 
driven from the platform in full view 
«of the audience by the same means. 
A Negro Kiiklleil. 
H a r r i s b u r g , Pa., Sept. 2.—While 
the negro, who attempted to outrage 
a girl five years of age and then killed 
her, was being taken to the Towanda 
jail, a mob took him from the officers 
and riddled him with bullets. 
Vermont Election. 
N e w Y o r k , Sept. 2 .—Returns from 
the Vermont election are incomplete, 
but show only a small falling off of 
Republican votes on the State ticket, 
ulthough the Democrats have elected 
representatives in many of the larger 
towns and cities. 
Indian Murders. 
C h i c a g o , S e p t. 2.— A p a r t y of s ix 
surveyors, from Lawrence, Kansas, 
w e r e K i l l e d b y Indians la s t Wednes­ 
day near Fort Dodge.

Bernardino jail. 


Negro Troubles in Louisiana. 


N e w O r l e a n s , August 2'Jth.—The 
Picayune this evening reports that a 
dispatch 
has 
been 
received from 
.Shreveport stating that a largo body 
of negroes had assembled at Coushat- 
ta, a town in the Red river country, 
near Colfax, and that great alarm and 
consternation prevailed among the 
whites. 
Gov. Kellogg’s private secre­ 
tary, in reply to an inquiry of the As­ 
sociated Press agent with regard to 
the report, says it is not credited by 
the Executive, and that the only 
foundation for it is that the Sheriff at 
Coushatta has summoned a posse of 
65 persons—15 whites and 50 colored— 
to defend tho parish officers in case 
any attempt is made to force them to 
tesign. 
Lader dispatches from Shreveport 
this evening confirm the first reports 
of the trouble at Cou9hatta, and state 
that a courier who arrived at Shreve­ 
port this evening says the negroes are 
constantly receiving reinforcements 
from all quarters. The town is guarded 
by 200 whites, who ask help. A cour­ 
ier from Minden, Webster Parish, 
brings substantially the same report. 
Forty men left Cotton Paine this 
morning for the scene of conflict. 
Seventy left Shreveport this afternoon 
and more are to follow to-night. Re­ 
inforcements have also gone from 
Minden. 
A letter from a gentleman at Robin­ 
son’s place says a conflict is inevita­ 
ble, and he thinks it cannot be de­ 
layed longer than to-night. The black 
population of Red River Parish out­ 
number the whites three to one. Cou­ 
shatta is 50 miles from the nearest 
telegraph station, and it is not proba­ 
ble that further news will be had to­ 
night. 
N e w O r l e a n s , August 29.—Later— 
A dispatch from Shreveport says that 
a courier just in from Coushatta re­ 
ports the troubles ended and the town 
quiet. The negroes, left without a 
leader, dispersed. 
One white man 
and two blacks were killed. 


A man named John Shearer, while 
at work in the Phoenix mine at Ply­ 
mouth, Amador county,last Saturday, 
had his skull fractured by the falling 
of a rock from a bucket of quartz 
which was being hoisted out of the 
shaft, from the effects of which he 
died next day.

State University. 


The most unpopular institution in 
the State of California at this mo­ 
ment, is the concern known as the 
State University. The State Univer­ 
sity is an educational institution. It 
lias cost the State and the people of 
California little less than one thous­ 
and dollars per annum for each stu­ 
dent who has availed himself of the 
munificient oilers extended to those 
youths thirsty for knowledge. It is 
an unpopular, a disreputable concern, 
and we doubt if the people ever con­ 
ceive a feeling of confidence in it. It 
is managed by a small coterie of aris­ 
tocrats and shoddyites. The commit­ 
tee or circle who passed sentence on 
Professor C a r r thought lie was too 
much of a people’s man, th at he did 
not wear fine shirts nor fashionable 
boots, and that he affiliated too 
closely with those who tilled the soil, 
and they thought this ample grounds 
for recommending his removal. Well, 
it may be all right, but we doubt it. 
The 
farmers 
of 
this 
State 
are 
alive and vigilant; the}' do not intend 
to be imposed upon, and the State 
University, although It has a shrewd 
and w ide-aw ake Board of Regents, 
cannot deceive the people into the be­ 
lief th at the institution is worthy the 
public confidence. As stated at the 
outset, the State University is an un­ 
popular and withal a disreputable con­ 
c e r n . 


The Route. 


There are three routes over which 
the Southern Pacific Railroad may 
pass through the m ountains to be 
penetrated before we shall close the 
gap between Bakersfield and San Fer­ 
nando. All of these routes are rough, 
aud it is probable that no m atter 
which of the three the company se­ 
lects, they will have reason to wish 
they had taken one of the others be­ 
fore the road is built. 
On all the 
grade is fully up to the maximum, and 
the only advantage that is now per­ 
ceptible is in distance—one being some 
fiity miles shorter than the others. 
The short route is through Castaca 
Gallon, by Elizabeth Lake, and en­ 
tering the San Joaquin Valfey nearly 
opposite Bakersfield. 
It is probable 
this will be the route selected by the 
company. There are now parties out 
exam ining the lay of the land, and on 
their report will depend the location 
of the road. 
W ithin a few weeks af­ 
ter the route is selected, the Atlantic 
and 
Pacific Telegraph 
Company’s 
wires will stretch along the entire dis­ 
tance aud we shall have a competing 
telegraph line that will bring us the 
latest news.

Medical and Surc/ical Reporter an ar­ 
ticle on the Jews and Chiristians, in 
which he states th at from his own ob­ 
servation and from inquiries he has 
made, he believes that the former race 
enjoys almost an im m unity from con­ 
sumption. He also finds from statis­ 
tics that Jews have a longer average 
longevity than 
Christians. 
Tables 
compiled in Germany, France and 
England reveal the astonishing facts 
that in the first five years of the life of 
one hundred of children of Jews, 
twelve died; of one hundred of Chris­ 
tians, twenty-four die. Among one 
hundred Christians, thirty-eight at­ 
tain to seventy years, and fifty-four 
among Jews. Thirteen Christians at­ 
tain to eighty years, while twenty- 
seven Jews attain to the same age. In 
endeavoring to atfix an explanation to 
these singular results, t lié doctor’s 
faith oscillates between miraculous 
interference and the avoidance of 
pork. 
It is the avoidance of pork that does 
It; at least that is enough to account 
for a still greater difference in lon­ 
gevity.

A W alla W alla paper of last Satur­ 
day says: “ New grain is coming in 
in small lots, but we are sorry to say 
that the ruling prices are very low— 
the prices per bushel for oats, barley 
and wheat all ranging from thirty to 
forty cents.” 
The Leader says th at the wool and 
hide shipments from W est Los A ni­ 
mas, Colorado, for two weeks ending 
August 14th, have amounted to 174,000

Oregon Items. 


Wheat, oats, etc., in Umatilla coun­ 
ty are all cut, and threshing machines 
are now busily engaged in threshing. 
A gentleman from Powder river 
says that crops of all kinds are yield­ 
ing quite largely in that section of 
cauntry. 
The Portland Gas Company will, on 
and after September first make a re­ 
duction of one dollar per thousand 
cubic feet gas used on bills paid prior 
to the 3d of each month. 
The newly discovered gold mines on 
Dry gulch, near Connor creek, are 
prospecting well. 
Several nuggets, 
averaging in value from $1 50 to $14 
havo been found. 
Crime is very noticeably increasing 
since work has been discontinued at 
the various fisheries down the Colum­ 
bia. A numerous and very reckless 
element are thus left without any em­ 
ployment, and suffered to drift about. 
George P. Holman, agent and Sec­ 
retary of the Pioneer Oil Mill Compa­ 
ny, states that the first shipment of 
green tow (for upholstering) will be 
made this week for San Francisco. 
Forty bales of 500 pounds each will lie 
sent on a contract for one hundred 
tons.

Nevada Items. 


Ross Lowers of Washoe Valley has 
on his ranch an apricot tree which 
this year bore over three hundred 
pounds of fruit of a superior quality. 
Joseph Gilbert, who lives in Fish 
Lake Valley, says the Reese River 
Reveille of August 24th, informs us 
that he has traveled over the moun­ 
tains extensively of late, and that 
wherever he has been in the high 
mountains there are evidences of se­ 
vere cloud-bursts. 
The present daily yield of the Belch­ 
er mine is 550 tons of ore, of the Crown 
Point 500 tons, and of the Consolidated 
Virginia 300, making a total of 1,350 
tons of ore from the three leading 
Comstock mines. 
In addition, the 
Chollar-Potosi produces daily 100 tons, 
the Sierra Nevada 60 tons and the 
Halo «fe Norcross 30 tons, making an 
aggregate of 1,500 tons from the seven 
mines. 
The Uuionville Star of August 27th 
states: “Messrs. Logan and Johnson, 
who have been developing a copper 
mine in the East Range, arrived in 
town last Hundny from the field of 
their labors, well pleased with their 
prospects. The vein is about four feet 
thick, and the ore it contains carries 
about forty per cent, copper. Their 
claim is situated in Inskip cañón, 18 
miles north of Unionville.” 
The Austin Reveille of August 25th 
saps: “ An emigrant outfit, consisting 
of two wagons, one man, two women, 
a band of children, and dilapidated 
looking cayuses passed through the 
town to-day, en route from Pueblo, 
Colorado, to Stockton, California. The 
whole outfit looked terribly used up 
from their long journey over the 
mountains and alkali deserts. The 
man informed us that his name was 
Banta; and he was ‘ the fellow who 
started Banta’s Station, if we knowed 
where that was.’ He further stated 
that he had been ‘slosnin’ 
round 
among them tliar Territories,’ and he 
wanted to get back again among ‘ the 
old forty-nine boys.’ ”

William Worth of Castroville was 
thrown from his wagon and killed last 
week. 
The Grass Valley Union states that 
scarlet fever is prevalent among the 
children of Grass Valley.
